BIBLE EXPLORA TION 


By John Collins Jackson 
' 


XI. 


Some may wonder 
why, 
if 
the 


Bible's mission is to impart moral and 
spiritual light, as we have frequently 
insisted, we devote so much time to 
its orijrin, and other features of sec- 
ondary importance. Why linger amcmg 
the antique and musty manuscripts 
by which it was eonveyrd from geu- 
eration to generation? 
Why not de- 


scribe more-in detail the light itself'/ 


We answer that it 'is because we 


wish to emphasize that very thing— 
that the Bible's true mission is that 
of only a torch, lightinc the way unto 
Him who is the IJpht of the World. 
All too easily do people fail'to remem- 
ber that the candle-stick does not ex- 
ist for itself. It may 
he a ' golden 


candle-stick, hut it is subordinate to 
the cand'e. There is a natural prone- 
nesF amoiiK habitual Bible readers, in 
their srrowing love for the Word, to 
become more than its admirers, to be- 
come its adorers, and really to idolize 
the Book itself, insti-ad of socking only 
to know God through its 
guidance. 


BiWiolatry Is as real idolatry as any 
other object or habit that comes be- 
tween us and our Maker. The Bible 
is. as it calls itself, only an "earthen 
vessel.'' 
We realize this I>est when 


we understand its earthly origin. We 
ulHO thereby best perceive its super- 
iority over all other earthen vessels 
of its kind. 
The mission of the mighty Mississ- 


ippi, the "Father of Waters,"' is to 
make habitable a continent for mil- 
lions of human being.--. But its origin 
is In a meager streamlet, fed by miry 
swamps. 
Kxplorers did not detract 


from its majesty nor its might by true- 
ing its meandering* to their humble 
source: rather our awe is increased 
by contrasting the river's growth from 
n'tiiiy rivulet to its irresistible volume 
where it finally merges with the ocean. 
The ancient Egyptians worshipped the 
Nile as a deity. To them it was liter- 


ally "the.lliver of Life." 
AVithout its 


annual overflow famine and death1 fol- 
lowed. They knew notliing of its or- 
igin, but believed it divine. In a sense 
it vcas divine, as is everything 
e'se. 


Exploration revealed that its origin 
was not miracu'ous. We now know its 
source in the trickling streams fed by 
the melting snows of the equatorial 
mortmains. 
The ancient superstition 


broke down uudor scientific investi- 
cation, but the life-giving function of 
the Xile way not thereby destroyed. 


So the Bible needs to be regarded 


in its ripht relations to religion and 
to life. It is not to be deified. It is 
a iruide-book only—not the Guide. It 
is not even God's first revelation to 
man. nor his last God spoke to men 
throuKh His works before He spoke 
to them in words. 
The heavens de- 


clared Ills glory to the first man: Ko- 
'igion is older than the Bible. And it 
is also later. God not only has spoken 
to the world, but 
He still 
speaks. 


Among the most precious things that 
the J5ible tries to teach us is to listen 
for the divine voice, 
as the 
Bible 


writers did. 


Thus came their higher inspiration 


excelling that of any other nation. 
The Jews specialized in relisrion. They 
had n genius for it. Nations, like in- 
dividua's, differ in this supreme en- 
dowment. 
But "God left not himself 


without witness among any people (riv- 
ing thorn rains from heaven and fruit- 
ful seasons.'1 says St. Paul—-leading 
them through His visible 
works to 


"perceive the invisible things of Him, 
even his everlasting power and divin- 
ity.'' Later it was especially revealed 
to SL Peter that "God is no respecter 
of persons, hut that in every land he 
that feareth him and worketh right- 
eousness is accepted of God." 
These 


conceptions of Drity lire an unspeak- 
able relief to a mind that loves man- 
kind, and that would love the Infinite 
infinitely. 
To know that through ull 


the eons of the past, the world has 
not swung black and rayless, but that 
all. everywhere who lived up to the 
best light they hud, however faint 
that light may have been, were iu die 
process of going oa into fuller and 
final salvation. 


I revere our Bible the more highly 


for its revelation that there have been 
other revelations 
of God to 
meu— 


other Bibles, we might call them, or 
at least sacred writings. 
How poor 


these are, and how great is our obliga- 
tion to give the Christian Bible to all 
the wor'd. is glaringly 
in 
evidence 


when wo contrast ihe Vedas of India, 
the Kzyptian Book of the Dead, the 
Chinese Book of the Kings, the Yushts 
of Persia, the Koran of the Moham- 
medans, and 
the Book' of 
Mormon, 


with ihe New Testamenr. Here and 
there a priceless pear! is found among 
these so-called bibles of non-Christian 
religions, but they are, as Bassanio 
said of Grutiano's reasons, as ''two 
grains of wheat hid in two bushels of 
chaff." 


Christianity itself has also its hu- 


man side, with the human limitations 
which this inevitably involves: never- 
theless, it is. as Benjamin Franklin 
to'd Thomas Paine, "the best religion 
the world has ever had, or is likely to 
have." 
Fear not then, any literary 


or historic explorations into its sucred 
writings, as to whether their literary 
forms be fiction, allegory, 
parable, 


fable, poetry, history or legend. Bread 
is bread, whether served from platters 
o£ gold, or pewter, or china, or silver, 
or the bark of trees. 
"We search the world for truth. We 


cull 


The.good, the true, the beautiful 
From graven stone, and written scroll. 
From all old flower-fields of the soul. 
And. 
weary seekers ut the best, 


We come back laden from our quest, 
To find that all the sages said. 
Is iu the Book our mothers read."

Secretary Hughes is trying to re- 


tain for America the rights which our 
government says accrued to us as n 
result of the war whether or not the 
Versailles 
treaty 
is signed. 
The 


strong language of Mr. Hughes' de- 
claration and his powerful logic have 
been commended on all sides hero, but 
it is realized that the allies .will not 
supinely surrender to the American 


viewpoint They will bicker and bar- 
ter as long as they can. There are 
already indications that London is 
getting ready to question Mr. Hughes' 
arguments on the ground that war 
questions with Germany were closed 
by the treaty n£ Versailles and that 
while a willingness exists to treat 
America equitably it must bo under- 
stood that the treaty is not under ne- 
gotiation but a closed incident be- 
cause forty nations have signed it. 


From the European viewpoint, the 


situation is complicated not because 
of any antipathy to America's argu- 
ments but because to reopen the treaty 
mny offer Germany a loophole of es- 
cape from her obligations.

would pledge herself to come to the 
military aid of Europe in an emerg- 
ency, until the various points in this 
week's note are accepted by the pow- 
ers. 
All this requires cleft negotia- 


tions and that is why the executive, 
must say when Congress shall or shall 
not pass resolutions having a bearing 
on foreign policy. 


And last but not. least 
when 
the 


Knox resolution is passed, a treaty 
with Germany must be made cither 
with or without, the; consent of the 
allies. 
Indications already point 
to 


the fact that the Harding administra- 
tion will make a pro-ally rather than 
a pro-German 
pence. 
This 
means 


that tho separate peace, whereby Amer- 
ica avoids the obligations of the treaty 
of Versailles will be negotiated not 
with Germany but with the allies who 
am co-roceivcrs with America of all 
Germanys' rights.
